Mark - it would be helpful for our review to understand why OSB does not publish its 
retention policies online (as DAS does for all state agencies). I’m guessing the answer 
is simply that OSB is not required to do so, in part, because it is not subject to ORS 
Chapter 192’s record retention rules. It would also be helpful to know how the fee 
estimate was calculated. I could be wrong, but this seems like the sort of information 
that would be readily available and disclosable without charge. As a practical matter, 
processing her petition is probably going to take more state time/resources than simply 
producing the records she requested.
